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1. In ‘ucust 1943, tie polit’cai Training Center of the arg was Located in 
Breaza (R )5/X 32) and was housed in a cantonnent-Like installation at the 
northern exit of Preaga ce Sus, on the west side of the road to Sinaia 
(R 35/X 2h). The training center covered an area of 600x800 meters. The 
main training camp of the Rumanian Labor Service had been located there 
prior to August lol. « ‘The training center was assicned to the Higher 
Political Lirectorate of the War kiinistry. Its commander was Colonel Marcel 
Popescu and its political commander was Major Manta, (fnu). Gaptains Mihai 
Tonescu and Pompiliu Tonescu were among; the approximately 20 instructors at 
the training center. The 140 students of the first class of the Higher 
War Acacemy, who in 1948/19h9 attended a 20-day course in [reaza, were orga~ 
nized into eight study groups, each of them headed by a chief and 2 deputy 
chief. Subjects treated in these study groups included history of the Com 
munist Party of the U.S.S.R., political economy, philosophy, history of the 
struggle of the workers' class in Rumania, and geography of the U.S.5.R. 


2. The headquarters ané the area of the Trocp Training Center of the ‘rmy were 
located near Cincul Mare (RK 36/R 71) in September 1949. Elements of the 
heacquarters and the regiment assigned to the training center were quarter~? 
in Fagaras (R 35/R 80). The quarters nescr Cinewl Mare were located on the

attached to the training center as an instruction unit. # The missions of the 
training center included testing of new infantry weapons and new combat prace 
tices organization of courses for unit commencers from regimental commanders 
covnward; trainine with special infer.try weapons such as rocket launchers, rifles 
Litted with telescopic Sishts, AT rifles, etc; and organization of tactical 
denonstrations and composition of infantry manuals.
